One Hundred Seniors Graduate

On June 3, 1985, 100 seniors graduated led by Vale- 
dictorian Ray Uribe and Salutatorian Vicky Baker. 
Nine members of the class had the honor of wearing 
cords signifying their membership in National Honor 
Society. The class, itself, had the distinction of being 
the first class to ever have all of its members present 


on one day. The class also had the distinction of hav- 
ing one member, Ray Palmer, graduate with a 13 year 
perfect attendance record.
